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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of group I comprising as ultimate species of components, polyvinyl 
chloride, C4 to CI 6 alkyl phthalates, sucrose and epoxy resin in the reply filed on April 10, 2006 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

2. Claims 11-14 withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election 
was made without traverse in the reply filed on April 10, 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite in that it is unclear what the amounts are based upon, e.g., total 
composition or sum total of recited ingredients. 

In claim 1, the metes and bound of "pulverulent organic polymer" are indeterminate in 
scope. It is unclear if or how said component distinguishes over the pulverulent saccharide or 
the reactive polymeric additives. 

In claim 1 , it is unclear if or how the (blocked) (microencapsulated) polyisocyanates 
distinguish over the (blocked) (microencapsulated) diisocyanates. 
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In claim 1 , it is unclear if or how the generic "hydroxy- functional additives" distinguish 
over the antecedently recited saccharide components, which embrace hydroxyl-functional 
materials. 

In claim 1, it is unclear if or how the generic "amino-functional additives" distinguish 
over the polyaminoamides, diamines and polyamines. 

In claim 1, it is unclear if or how the generic "B-dicarbonyl compounds" distinguish over 
the dicarboxylic acids and dicarboxylic anhydrides. 

In claim 1, it is unclear if or how the polyamines distinguish over the diamines. 

In claim 1, it is unclear if or how the amines distinguish over the diamines. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the use of a pulverulent saccharide 
in a plastisol composition. U.S, 6,1 1 1,048 discloses the use of saccharides but only as the 
polyhydroxy compound to be reacted with the diisocyanate for obtaining the unblocked 
polyisocyanate. U.S. 4,533,524 discloses polyvinyl chloride plastisols but makes no mention or 
suggestion of adding pulverulent saccharide.
